The motion "...that Mr. Ashby 
Is hereby suspended ..." carried 
unaunmmisly.

fair and reasonable grounds to 
answer the said charges...

During this senarlo the School 

of Social Work had instituted 

proceedings censuring Ashby and 
delinfatlng the requirement of sab- 

atlcal leaves. Further, student/ 
faculty parity was Instituted. At 
the same time, the school had 
passed regulations which roqui red 
professors to have above average 
ratings by students in order to 
teach required courses. This is 
a very unusual requirement. 



Back to Oct. 24,74. Amotion was 
presented and passed. It read 
as follows. "The Council, In 
reviewing Professor Ashby's re- 
port on the use of Ids sabbat- 
ical leave, finds that the use 
of his SQh1*atical leave was in- 
adequate and that the spirit of 
the sabbatical was not honoured. 
The Council feels that Prof. Ash- 
by should bo censured, and he Is 
hereby censured, for bis mis- 
use of the sabbatical and that 
the President of the University 
be notified of this censure." 

It should be kept In mind that 
tho School of Social Work had 
not at this point outlined or ap- 
proved a "...policy of faculty be- 
ing accountable for sabatical 
leave performance." and Prof. 
Ashby reiterated these concerns 
In Ids letter with respect to retro- 
active legislation ... When asked 
what he felt council should do 
with his report, Mr. Ashby rec- 
ommended the Council should note 
It and forget", lie said that Ids 
report had never t>een Intended for 
submission to Council, and h? 
questioned the authority of Council 
within present policies, to deal 
with this matter." 



MAY 5, 75. 

A motion "that Prof. A. C. Ash- 
by not tw> given the annual In- 
crement for the vear 1075- 7G" 

was carried unanimously. SLY' 



This reporter asked Dr. Mon- 
ahan for the Heport of Vice- 
President (Academic), Dr. L. 
I.arouche, dated April 1,75. Dr. 
Von alum's reply — "You're not 
going to get it." I then asked 
him *iow m;ch these proceedings 
had cost the University. He ref- 
obvlously reluctant to discuss 
any aspect of the foregoing but 
was kind enough to suggest that 
fi was done with f and perlnps 
not worth going into.

Previously to this, 1 had a :wss»- 
ion with A. c. Ashby. It was not 
very fruitful. His most common 
conmoiit was "no command". 
He did state however that prior 
to my arrival he had talked to 
Dr. Monahan and that Monahan 
emphasised the prudence of keep- 
ing quiet. Adead dog couldn't have 
been more effectively muzzled. 
There are legal reasons for Mr. 
Ashby remaining silent on Issues 
directly related to the scltlcmimt 
reached between him and tho Univ- 
ersity, lie has obviously been 
under a lot of pressure and Is 
vory careful. He felt that this 
was an Internal concern of the 

School of Social Work and not 



a public matter. Mr. AMiby Ml 
be- tiad boon completely exoner- 
ated or as the settlement stated, 
"...it appears that 'Ashby* has 
fair and reasonable grounds to 
answer Hie said charges". He 
further stated "That Lambda sho- 
uld lx? goddamn careful." 

Mr. Ashby added two xerox 
ccpios of a small essay on "Def- 
amation of Character" to Ms ropy 
of the settlenunl. I read it awl 
gleaned this — "The perfect def- 
ence against an action for libel 
is to show that the clofamntory 
statement Is true and that It was 
made without malice." 

If the decision reached in the 
settlement is a just and equit- 
able one, then the Administration 
and the School of Social Work 
aw* Professor Ashby an apology 
for the unnecessary hardships bo 
has been put to. If it Is not, 
then the Administration owes this 
community and specifically the 
School of Social Work an explan- 
ation.

For llic past several months the 
Senate Budget Committee has been 
engaged In the preparation of the 
operating budget of tho University 
for Ihe academic year, 197C-77.ln 
Its work the Committee has been 
governed by the following princi- 
ples; 

1) To produce* a balanced budget 
for 197C-77 

2) To produce this budget In such 

a way that It allowed for both 
adequate salary and non-salary 
budgets 

3) To produce a budget which 
would allow for the future fi- 
nancial solvency of the Uni - 
verslty as It is defined in the 

1976-77 budget. 
In order to keep the Board informed 
of Its activities, and because the Ex- 
ecutive of the Board so requested, 
the Committee has held a number of 
meetings wlththe Finance Committ- 
ee of the Board. Concurrently, the 
University has prepared and sub- 
mitted to OCUA two rnporls, one 
on Ihe Northern Grant and a second 
on tho Supplementary Grant. 
Given tho present financial position 
of the University with an anticipa- 
ted accumulated deficit at tho end of 
the current fiscal yearofanamount 
in excess of $750,000, every effort 
should be made to produce a balanc- 
ed budget for the 1076-77, In order to 
preserve the fiscal Integrity of Ihe 
Institution. At the same time, the 
budget should reflect the fundamen- 
tal academic objectives of Lauron- 
tian as tho single university In the 
region of northeastern Ontario. In 
the light ofthe current economic re- 
alities, the achievement of the ap- 
propriate balance between these two 
objectives will be very difficult. A 
necessary key to the resolutlonof 
this issue is adequate information to 
anticipated revenues for thocomtng 

academic year. 

Because there is todate no firm In- 
formation on either the general level 
ot operatin g support forOotwiounl- 



versltles for 197G-77 and corres- 
pondingly no Information on formula 
and non-formula grants to Lauren- 
tlan for this coming year, and be- 
cause the moaning of the new Feder- 
al guidelines oh prices and wages 
has yet tobeclarined,Itisnotpos- 
siblo to determine adequately the 
revenues of tho University for 1976- 
77 or the limits of salary expendi- 
tures. Without this essential infor- 
mation, the Committee Judges it im- 
practical to proceed further at this 
time with the completion ofthe bud- 
get. Other Ontarlouniversities fac- 
ing the sam? uncertainties are de- 
laying their budget preparations as 
wetl. 

The University is scheduled to meet 
OCUA on 2ft November to discuss 
its two briefs on tl.e Northern and 
Supplementary Grant. Information 
on the general level of funding for 
universities In 197G-77 Is not ex- 
pected before mid-December at the 



earliest. This will delay until the 
new year the presentation of a pre- 
liminary budget to members of the 
University community andthepre- 
paration of a final budget to mem- 
bers of the University community & 
the preparation of a flnal budget for 
approval by Senate and Board. Such 
delays inevitably generate minors 
and heighten concern but I urge all 
members of the Laurentian Univer- 
sity community to accept the de- 
lay with patience and under standing. 
Meanwhile, the Committee is con- 
tinuing its budget preparations and 
members of ihe Committee will be 
further consulting with the Univer- 
sity community in order to assist 
in the development of an operating 
budget for 1970-77.

Native Studies Is an experiment- 
al Interdisciplinary program est- 
ablished In MO by Dr. Newber- 
ry* Until last year, the depart- 
ments Involved In the co-ordin- 
ation of the program were Rel- 
igious Studies and Anthropology. 
Students were required to take 
courses In several other disc- 
iplines. 

Anthropology has now pulled out 
cf the program. Molahan stated In 
the Eimwheot News that the curr- 
iculum changes "are making de- 



mands on us (Soc-Anthro) that 
we can't meet." She said the 
changes would only result In a 
second class service from her 
department, because they can t 
handle more courses now. 
Several students have Indicated 
concern that the attacks made on 
the program are from a non-Can- 
adian perspective. An American- 
ized way ot thinking has threat- 
ened a purely Canadian course. 
Assessment of courses is a cont- 
inuing procedure, although most 
assessments are internal In nat- 
ure. Because of the dispute inv- 
olved, outside assessors have been 

called Jn. 
Dr. Newberry stated: "We have 

confidence In what we're doing 

and we want to be permitted to 

continue what we're doing* We're 

open to suggestions... we welcome 

the assessment,"

DENVER (CPS-CUP)_No one is 
surprised anymore by reports of 
domestic surveillance by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
But spying and harassment of 
campus radicals and radical or- 
ganization waspractlced on a mas- 
sive, systematic level, documents 
recently mode public reveal. 

Documents obtained independ- < 
ently by Senator Frank Church(D- 
ID), the Young Socialist Alliance ■ 
(YSA), the Socialist Workers Party i 
(SWP), and various individuals who [ 
made use of the Freedom of In- 
formation Act, show that the FBI 
set up phony college newspapers, 
sent anonymous, derogatory let- 
ters to parents and professors 
personally Intimidated members of 
certain student groups and kept 
tabs on black student organiza- 
tions. In addition, documents ob- 
tained by college Press Service 
show extensive survel Hence of 
the news service. 

Church, chairman oft he Senate 
intelligence Committee, learned

Hoover concentrated the in- 
creased surveillance on black ra- 
dical groups, Charles Drennan, 
former chief of the FBI Domestic 
Intelligence Division said In tes- 
timony given to Church's comml-

According to Brcnnan, a 1070 
memo by Hoover stated that 
"every black student union or 
group, regardless of their past or 
[present lnvolvemenl Indlsorders, 
should be the subject of a discreet 
inquiry to establish the background 
of its key activities". 

But blacks were not alone. FBI 
flies made public under the Free- 
dom of information Act show that 
the FBI operated several counter- 
intelligence programs, or Cointel- 
pros. divided IntotlUforont catego- 
ries: "New Lett," "White Hate 
Groups,** "Communists Party, 
USA," "Mack Extremists" and 
"Socialist workers Party/* 

Documents oMalnedby the So- 
cialists Alllmu^ in connection with 

a suit they have filed against the 
Justice Department, show that the 
FBI encased In a wide variety of 
spying and harassment activities. 
The files show that the FBI; 
-s*nt a derogatory, anonymous le- 
tter to ofllcluls with the approval of 
I. Edgar Hoover, designed toon- 
courage the dismissal of an 
Arizona State University pro- 
fessor who had taken part in anti- 
war activities and was a member 

of USA and SWP.

University. The papers contained 
SU ch wisdom as "war can only be 



abolished through war," and at - 
tacked the "New Left Hippie 

Dreed."

Doublespeak, language of Sociology

Sociologists are exemplary for ficniUnUlng 
the standards ofthelrown discipline. Butthey 
always seem to miss a most important, arc a, 
namoly-the language used to express their 

"SSologlsts have developed w emotionally 
neutral language to enhance the scientific 
objectivity of their states. However, In .many 
ILs this specialist l"f»^^ 
entitle' and oven more doubtfully ob)oc jive . 
It is often more revealing of »ho character of 
ho person using It than anything ; else. 
If a sociologist is lucid a*d «nd«M»y 
readable, such as Whyte, or Ricsman or C. 



Wright Mills, then obviously the writer Is a 
considerato hlman being who writes with the 
reader foremost In mind. On the other hand, 
if the prose is obscure or pedantically inane, 
then the sociologist must be exhibiting either 
a personality defect or only showing ids in- 
ability to express himself clearly. 

A common fault among sociologist appears 
to be an attempt on their part to intimidate 
the reader with incomprehensible verbiage. 

For example, the sociologist John O'Ncil 
writes: 

"In calling sociology a skin trade I want to 
restore its symbiotic connections with the 
body politic and to situate it in relation to the 
exchange of organic needs and the Utopian 



celebration of llbidlnal community which sur- 
passes ail understanding." 

The study of sociology can only lose its eff- 
ectiveness and purpose as a science when 
the use of language, as in the above example, 
becomes a sterile end in itself. 

The Intellectual vices of obscurantism, 
elitism, and formal pretension to knowledge 
particularly seem to affect the styleofsoc- 
iotogy. That is not to say that sociology is 
alone In indulging in the snobberies of Int- 
cltectuaiism but that sociology seems to be 
more prone in cultivating them. 

Apparently sociologists have creatg I an 
'unreal' world. But in large part this devel- 
opment Is uncontrolled and only encourage* 



the confusion of tldnklng rather thanitsclar- 
ity. If the deteriorating use of languor con- 
tinues, and there seems to be no reason why 
It shouldn't, sociologists will eventually be 
practising an occult science. 

It appears to be more and more the case 
that sociologists are talking to no one. The 
ability to express oneself clearly is taken 
for granted or left up to the student. But the 
poverty of writing in sociology is not so much 
a failure of the individual 3s It seems to 
be ofthc discipline as a whole. Good writ- 
ing should tH» strongly emphasized and imp- 
ressed upon students. If sociologists learned 
to express themselves adequately In the first 
place, then there might well be no need for 
an ouilandish or tnpenetrable Jargon.

ARTICLE ! — Introduction: Name 

and Objective 

1. The students of Lurcntlan Un- 

Ivorslty of Sudbury have group*! 
together to form an association 

known as THE STUDENTS' GEN- 
ERAL ASSOCIATION OF LAUR- 
ENTIAN UNIVERSITY, hereafter 
called the SGALU. 

2. Tho purpose of the SGALU 
Is to promote the interests of 
Laurentian University and tho wel- 
fare of Die members of the SGA- 
LU, tH>tn In Internal and extern- 
al affairs.

members of Council.

3. Robert's Rules of Order (re- 
vised) shall be the standing Rules 
of all meetings of the Executive, 
the Council and their Committees 
unless these rules are in con- 
flict with the Constitution or its 
By-laws, In which case the Con- 
stitution and Its By-laws take • 
precedence. 

4, Any Council member missing 
more than two consecutive 
meetings of Council without not-

ARTICLE VII -- Amendment of 
the constitution and By- 
laws 



1. This Constitution and Its By- 
laws repeal and replace all oth- 
ers and takes precedence over 
any motlon(s) made before the 
adoption of this Constitution and its 

By-laws. 

2. Where this Constitution and Its 
By-laws apply to any present ele- 
cted positions, H shall not be 
considered effective or valid un- 
til the next general election after 

Its adoption. 

3. This Constitution may be amen- 
ded by an affirmative three-quar- 
ters (3/4) majority vote of tho 
entire voting members of the 
Council at three consecutive meet- 
ings. Any amendment to this Con- 
stitution must be publicly posted 
and notification of any said amen- 
dment must be inserted In the 
SGALU newspaper (should one 
exist) before its first reading at 
Council.

4, The By-laws may be amended 
by the SGALU Council under the 
following conditions: 

(a) Notice of Motion at a reg- 
ular meeting of Councllj 

(b) that two-thirds (2/3) of the 
majority of voting members be 
present at the next renular meet* 
mg. 

5. Ratification of the Constitu- 
tion; Fifty (soft)' percent plus 
one (1) by Council. Ratification 
of the Constitution by the student 
body must be a two-thirds (2/3) 
affirmative vote of the total bal- 
lots cast.
